Kansan Tells of Early Days 

On West Branch Farm 

Where Hoover Was Born 

E. D. King Recall. Life in Quaint Quaker Settlement in 
Iowa— Lived With Candidate's Family. 

E. D. King. 12J6 Richmond Street, Kansas City, Kan.u^ 
has many inte-esting incident, to relate about the Hoover fam- 

ly havmg hm..elflived in the Hoov.r home in West Branch, 
Iowa, at the time Herbert Hoover was born. 

Mr, King was working for Herberi'tf- 

father In the btacktmlih shop at the 
lime. It was hv who went for the doc 
tor when Herbert wat born. Mr. King 
ale bis meals with the Hoover family 

West Branch was at that time a 
lowD of about 40U population. It bad 
two bttcksmith ihops, one hotel, a 
livery stable, /our general stores, and 
• restaurant. It It located la Cedar 
County, where broad Quaker hati and 
poke bonneta were worn for almost a 
generation. Cellar county was on the 
western edge of the original Black 
Hawk Purchase wbkb was the 
nucleus of the Stale of Iowa. Here 
farms bordered rougher land of bill 
and ravine. 

According to Mr. King. Hoover wat 
a respected name In Iowa. The [am- 
lly originated in Holland, but has been 
represented In the United States for 
nearly two oenturles. Andrew Hoover 
and two brothers, about 1740. cbtaloed 
land In the uplands of .Maryland. Later 
Andrew's son, John. Joined a group of 
Quakers and moved to the Wettem 
lleaerve In Ohio. 

It wss In 1853 that the son of John, 
Jeiae Hoover, Rebecca, hli wife, and 
EH, their son, and bis three children 
moved farther West, helping to found 
the town of West Branch. The King 
family settled there the same year. 
and both families lived In log cablni 
for a while, later building better 
houses. Buffalo and deer were quite 
"fimmon in the vicinity it that time 
Iferberi Hoover was only sit yean 
«nly -vhen hli father died. His 
mother did aewlng and other kinds of 
work to support her children. Sbe 
.»lso took a prominent part In Quaker 
meetings and was Invited to speak in 
->lher towns and cities. After she died 
Herbert and the two other children 
*ere cared for by relatives. Herbert

Women In Government 

Since the beginning ut civilization, 
the right to vote, which la the risht 
I to have B decisive voice in the affairs 
of government, han been coveted and 
fought for. When nbialned, it hns 
been cherished by Its possessors; 
hedged around with restrictiona and 
' quallflcationi'; and extended to others 
I only with reluctance. During the 
early period of our own government 
It wuH not every free man who was 
entitled to vote. Our present policy 
ot universal suflrnKe Is the growth ot 
the years, and the recognition of 
woman's rights was p.Trtlcularly slow 
My personal stand on Ihe question 
was at all times flunly and openly in 
favor of permitting women to vole 
It Is known and recogniied that m< 
active aid and support were insini 
mental to no small degree lo procur 
.Ing the action of the Senate on Jum 
4, 1919. hy which the 19th Amendmeni 
to the Const Itui Ion was proposed t( 
the legislatures ot the several states, j 
and woman's right to the ballot be 
came effective August 26. 1920. 

The mere right to vote, not exer 
clsed. Is useless. As a matter of duty, 
women as well as men should exercise 
that right. There are In the United 
States today between twenty six and 
twenty seven million women over thi 
age ot twenty-one. entitled to vot» 
As the years pass, these women an 
becoming increasingly alive to thel' 
jpporlunlty to lake a targe and impoi 
tant part in the management and con 
trol ot the counirys affaire; to en 
force recognition, change and Im 
provement In their own partlculai 
problems and those which most intei 
est them; and to become a distlnt 
power in deciding all questiona oi 
vital concern to every citlien regard 
test of sex.
